But 
no sooner had the plane become air- 
borne than a vulture did just that, caus- 
ing the petrol (not gas, it was an Eng- 
lish plane) to stream over the port wing 
from a burst tank. The plane jettisoned 
the fuel at sea, turned 'round and made 
an emergency landing at Karachi. Mr. 
Elliott had a field day snapping pic- 
tures of the flowing petrol and prompt- 
ly sold the pictures to the Associated 
Press when he landed. 

The moral to this photographic story 
is: ‘Always carry your camera with 
you. You never can tell when a vulture 
will strike.”

The 70mm Combat Camera 


The Army Signal Corps has finally 
taken the wraps off its.new dust-proof, 
light-proof, fungus-proof, moisture- 
proof combat camera. The photograph 
shows that it is of radical design. Many 
civilian photographers, amateur and 
professional, would enjoy owning it, 
but it’s not for sale. 





The camera uses perforated 70mm 
film, twice the size of 35mm camera 
film. It takes 50 pictures, 2144 x 2%4 on 
a roll of film. Three lenses are sup- 
plied: a 4 in. f/2.8; wide angle 21% in. 
f/4.5, and a long focal length lens of 
8 in. with an opening of f/4. A com- 
bination viewfinder-rangefinder ad- 
justs automatically to each lens. 

The camera is first spring wound by 
a built-in hand crank, much like the 
Robot camera. Ten exposures can be 
made on one winding. Every time the 
shutter clicks, the film is advanced to 
the next frame and the shutter is auto- 
matically cocked for the next exposure. 
Top speed of the focal-plane type shut- 
ter is 1/500 sec. Working at top speed, 
it can make 10 shots in 5 secs. 

Other features include a _ built-in 
knife for cutting the film if you wish 
to remove part of a roll, a sports finder 
for following rapid action, double ex- 
posure prevention, a red flag that is 
visible in the viewfinder when all the 
film is used up and a place on the back 
of the camera for 3 x 5 in. plastic slates 
which can be used for note taking. 
Notes can be removed with a rag, 
eraser or even a thumb. 

The camera measures 914 in. long, 
21% in. thick and 5 in. high. Fully load- 
ed, with the 4 in. lens, it weighs 542 
pounds, the weight having been kept 
down by the use of a magnesium body 
and aluminum lens mount. The camera 
will work efficiently in temperatures 
as low as 40 degrees below Zero. 

The combined weight of the camera, 
its specially designed aluminum carry- 
ing case, 3 lenses, 4 film cassettes, 8 
filters, lens hoods, 25 slates, cable re- 
lease, flash gun straps and camel’s 
hair brush, is only 22 lbs.—THE END

A few of the highlight programs you 
may find yourself choosing between are 
as follows: In the Color Division, prac- 
tically every lecture and program will be 
fully illustrated with color slides. John 
Doscher will discuss “Dye Transfer 
Work;” Helen Manzer will talk on the 
“Ins and Outs of Color Slide Shows;” 
Amy and John Walker will lecture on 
“Modern Art and Color Photography;” 
Charles Kinsey will talk on “Color Fil- 
ters” with special emphasis on the ama- 
teur point of view; and A. C. Klein will 
conduct another Color Slide critique, 
following the hit he made at last year's 
PSA Convention in Detroit. 

Add to these events a Color Clinic in 
association with the International Ex- 
hibit, and special slide showings of ev- 
erything from “Swordfishing” to “The 
Eruption of Mit Mihara,” and you be 
gin to get some idea of what will be hap- 
pening in one of PSA’s main divisions. 

For those with a technical bend, the 
Technical Division has added two brand 
new symposiums to their program:

As for the Pictorial, Nature, 
and other Divisions—we’ll discuss them 
next time.

If you think it was easy to shoot this color picture, 
you re right. Horace Bristol did it. All he had to do was 
set up his Rolleiflex. with lens wide open ({/3.5), on. 
a tripod, aim it in the general direction of where he 
expected the rockets to burst and wait. When he saw 
the first burst of flame, Bristol tripped his shutter for 
a one-second exposure of the Ektachrome, Daylight 
Type. film. 

Of course, these are rather special fireworks. On the 
nights of July 21 and 28, 1951. more than 1.000.000 
Japanese crowded the banks of the Sumida and Tama 
Rivers, in Tokyo, in a grand revival of “kawabiraki.” a 
traditional river festival first celebrated in 1733. While 
3.000 police and numerous fire brigades stood by to 
handle crowds and sparks, scores of small river craft 
cruised about on the waters under the exploding rockets. 
their decks covered with paper lanterns, minstrels and 
beautifully attired geisha girls. Over 500 multi-colored 
rockets split the darkness. Some of them Bristol caught— 
others were a bit too agile, and wandered off the edges 
of his film. 


Obviously, not many of us are going to run over to 


Tokyo to catch this year’s show. but get set for your 


own local display on July 4th. You need: a tripod or 
other firm camera support; a roll of color film (if your 
camera lens doesn’t open any wider than f/6.3. you will 


have trouble except with very bright rockets unless you 


' use Kodacolor film): a fireworks display not too far off. 
4 You can make your picture exactly the way Bristol 
made his. or you can open the lens for several seconds 
7 (time exposure) to catch the entire trail of the ascending 
: rocket as well-as the burst. If you do it that way. don’t

Tired of the same old beach settings, the plain sky 
backgrounds, the swing in the back yard for your 
portraits? Why not try the woods? Whether you wind 
up in a heavily wooded park near a city or ’way out 
in the rural areas, the denser vegetation, intricate 
patterns of foliage and soft shadow areas will form a 
fascinating setting for a portrait. Andre de Dienes, 


best known for his photographs of girls outdoors, 


found the woods an interesting change from his 
beach locales. Two problems facing him were the 
shafts of sunlight and various shadows on the sub- 
jects’ faces. The first problem he sidestepped by 
avoiding the spots of contrasting of shadows and un- 
diluted sunlight. The second problem, shadows, he 
overcame with the use of a tinfoil reflector. De Dienes 
employed a Rolleiflex, a Graphic, a Graflex, and 
Super-XX film. Actually any camera from a_ box 
Brownie to an 8 x 10 view can go into the woods with 
you and bring back sparkling portraits among the 
foliage. So let’s see how de Dienes made out in the 
forest primeval. Then, grab your camera—and a sub- 
ject to photograph—and let’s be off to the woods! 


> 


<] NORMALLY, the photographer taking portraits 
would rather have lunch and a siesta at noon than risk 
the danger of the high sun causing blackened eye 
sockets. But in the woods, de Dienes found a small 
glen with a rock. The rock was in shadow while sun- 
light trickled through the foliage in the background. 
He posed his model atop the rock to take advantage 
of the natural prop and set his Rolleiflex for a 1/25 
sec. exposure at £/16. Shadow under chin seemed 
to enhance overall effect. so no reflector was used. 








THE Woops offer a thousand and one dif- 
ferent locations for picture taking. Pho- 
tographer de Dienes found a split-rail 
fence at the edge of the tree line. The 
problem was: pose the girl on the fence, 
by the fence, before the fence or behind it. 
He decided on a bit of cheesecake and 
petticoat display. He sat model on the 
fence. Data: 4 x 5 Speed Graphic, 6 in. 
Ektar lens, 1/100 at £/11. Note that the 
long focal length of the lens has thrown 
background out of focus, even at {/11. > 


<] PUT AWAY the comb and brush when 
photographing a beautiful girl outdoors. 
She'll look more natural with her hair in 
charming disarray. The famous photog- 
rapher unlimbered his 4 x 5 Super D 
Graflex for this picture and shot for 1/40 
sec. at {/11 through an 18cm Tessar lens. 
A light yellow (K1) filter was placed over 
the lens to darken sky slightly, yielding a 
suggestion of clouds. A reflector was used 
to lighten the shadow area. Note how mir- 
ror highlighted other side of girl’s face.

DE DIENES MADE HAY while the sun shone 
by the woods. He posed his model in a 
batch of hay and shot with a 4 x 5 Graflex 
D at £/16 and 1/40 sec. A reflector was 
used to lighten the shadows. A K1 filter 
was also used, but had little effect. Note 
that the photographer achieved a very 
natural facial expression on his models by 
having them face a direction other than 
the camera. He then has them follow the 
camera with their eyes without changing 
the direction of their bodies or heads. [> 


<| winDY DAY? How about an action 
shot? De Dienes found a flowering field 
near the woods where the breezes were 
doing a bit of blowing. The afternoon 
sun formed a small highlight on the mov- 
ing model’s forehead which did not de- 
tract from the picture. A speed of 1/250 
at {/8 with a Rolleiflex was sufficient to 
stop nearly all action yet retain a feeling 
of movement. If model is approaching 
camera you can stop her with less speec 
than action at right angles to camera. 





ON THESE TWO PAGES, two completely different treatments of the same theme by one 
photographer. Both are photographs of pretty girls on a path in the woods. But in the 
full page photograph, de Dienes has posed his model against a v-shaped tree trunk. A 
mirror in which she has been looking lies carelessly thrust aside. The hands are carefully 
placed, hair is carefully combed and the model is looking away from the camera 
although she is facing it. An exposure of {/8 at 1/25 with Rolleiflex registered back- 
ground in adequately sharp focus. Small foil reflector was used to lighten shadows. > 


HERE, HE HAS ACHIEVED a much more natural pose by employing a model with more 
casual attire and less studied expression. The walking pose also lightens the mood. 
The much shallower depth of field of a 6 in. lens as compared with a 3 in. Rollei lens 
is evident here.

WITH RELATIVELY INEXPENSIVE attachments and your 
present camera, you can introduce yourself to the wonders 
of stereo—in stills, both color transparencies and black- 
and-white prints, and—stereo movies. 

First, let’s take up still stereo photography. Today, for 
the ultimate in enjoyment, color transparencies are most 
often used. The first step is to adapt your single lens 
camera to take stereo. This may be done with an in- 
expensive attachment called the Stereo-Tach (Advertis- 
ing Displays Inc., Covington, Ky. Price: Stereo-Tach 
and transparency viewer, about $18). 

The Stereo-Tach is a beam-splitting device. By a sys- 
tem of mirrors it divides the normal field of a one-eyed 
camera into two dissimilar pictures as seen from two 
points of view and separated by normal eye width. When 
it is attached to the lens of a camera the two images are 
recorded side by side on the standard double-frame 
35mm format, or on any format up to 4 x 5. The two 
images, the left and right stereo views, when properly 
made, have no sharp line of demarcation between them. 
They seem to blend or vignette into each other. When 
viewed in the Stereo-Tach transparency viewer they are 
presented to the eyes by means of a system of mirrors 
as two individual pictures, again separated by the usual 
214-in. measurement familiar in any stereo slide, and the

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two images are fused into one picture in three dimensions. 

The Stereo-Tach is easily fitted to almost any cam- 
era, using Kodak adapter rings Series V, VI, and VII, 
for any lens barrel from *4 to 2 in. in diameter. It must 
be square to the camera horizontally and centered over 
the lens to divide the picture exactly in two equal areas. 
Once set, it may be slipped on and off easily. Always 
check horizontal alignment when it is used. The camera 
operates exactly as before, but exposures should be in- 
creased one stop over normal meter readings. 

The Stereo-Tach is especially suitable for 35mm minia- 
ture cameras because the 35mm film size offers the most 
practical method of viewing stereo as a color trans- 
parency (page 45, bottom). Among the few exceptions 
for which the manufacturer does not recommend the 
Stereo-Tach are the Kodak Bantam Special, Kodak 
Retina, and Weltini, where the device cannot be readily 
fitted close enough to the lens for proper operation be- 
cause of camera bed interference. 

For best results the choice of aperture is somewhat 
limited. With 35mm cameras a stop between £/5.6 and 
{/11 will be about right. For larger cameras with longer 
focal length lenses the best stops appear to be between 
f/8 and f/16. The longer the lens, the smaller the stop.

WITHOUT GETTING INVOLVED in a great deal of super- 
fluous technical information we are about to cast an 
eye over the practical side of depth of field: What it 
is (which is simple), what it can do for your pic- 
tures (plenty, and most helpfully), how to use it (no 
problem at all). 

Theoretically, when a camera lens is focused sharply 
on a subject, any objects nearer to or further away 
from the camera than the subject will be out of sharp 
focus. In practice, however, we find that objects in 
a certain area in front of and behind the subject also 
appear to be in sharp focus. The extent or depth of 
this area in which objects appear sharply focused is 
called the depth of field. (Some people call this “depth 
of focus.” That is quite incorrect. Depth of focus is 
something else.) 

Depending upon the circumstances under which the 
picture is taken, the depth of field can be very shal- 
low (an inch or less), or great (hundreds of yards or 
more), or anything in between. The theoretical dis- 
cussion of what makes and governs the depth of field 
is a good subject for a chapter in a book on optics 
(for example, see Lenses in Photography, by Rudolf 
Kingslake) but need not concern us here. However. in 
practical use there are certain principles of great value 
in picture making. 

With any one lens there are three major factors 
influencing the depth of field for normal photography: 

(1) The distance of the subject from the camera 
lens. The closer the subject is to the camera, the shal- 
lower the depth of field; the further away the subject 
is, the greater the depth of field. 

(2) The lens opening (f stop) being used. With 
a given lens, small diaphragm ‘openings ({/16 for 
example) give greater depth of field than large dia- 
phragm openings (such as {/4.5).

(3) The focal length of the lens being used. With 
a given f{ stop and subject distance ({/5.6 and 10 feet 
for example) a lens of short focal length (50mm) will 
have a greater depth of field than a lens of longer focal 
length (135mm). 

Understand and learn to use these three factors and 
many apparently difficult photographic problems will 
become simple. For instance: How do you get a pic- 
ture like the one on page 46, where everything is in 
reasonably sharp focus from about 3 feet to infinity? 
See what can be done to eliminate a messy background 
(pages 50, 51, bottom) or to emphasize foreground 
or background subjects with sharp focus while letting 
the rest of the scene go soft and fuzzy (pages 50, 51, 
top). These are examples of controlled depth of field. 
This control makes a success of these pictures—they 
would not have been possible otherwise. 

Depth of field can be controlled with virtually all 
types of cameras except those with fixed focus lenses, 
such as box cameras, which are designed to give the 
greatest possible depth of field in all snapshots. Even 
with these apparently inflexible cameras something can 
be done. For instance, addition of a simple portrait lens 
makes it possible to come as close as 40 inches from 
the subject but the depth of field is shallow at this 
close range. Any distant backgrounds will drop out of 
focus in pictures taken with these “closeup” lenses. 

In other than fixed focus cameras, depth of field is 
controlled by varying the distance from the camera 
to the point focused upon and by changing the lens 
aperture (f stop). Let’s examine first the effect of dis- 
tance upon depth of field. 

Ordinary scenic photos of distant objects, buildings, 
large monuments, ships, mountains, etc., offer no 
problem. Even at wide apertures most lenses which 
photographers use have sufficient depth of field so that

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when focused on a distant scene much of the fore- 
ground will still be in focus. For example, take a 
good folding camera using 120 film and having 
an {/4.5 lens of about 100-L05mm focal length. 
Even at £/4.5 and focused at infinity. every object 
beyond about 100 feet will be in very sharp focus. 
If you focused the camera at 100 feet, everything 
would be in sharp focus from about 50 feet to 
infinity, even at £/4.5. Since most outdoor black- 
and-white photos are made using much smaller 
lens openings ({/8, 11, 16, etc.) depth of field 
problems are almost nonexistent for scenic work. 

Where all the subject matter is in a single plane, 
such as the side of a building photographed from 
straight on, there is no depth of field problem. 
However, if the building is shot at an angle so 
that one part of the wall is quite close while an- 
other part is far distant, depth of field becomes 
an important matter. 

Depth of field decreases sharply as the distance 
to the subject gets less—as a matter of fact. if the 
subject distance is halved from 100 to 50 feet, 
for instance, the depth of field decreases to 
one quarter of whatever it was at the previous 
distance. By the time you get down to subject dis- 
tances of 6 feet, the depth of field with our 105mm, 
£/4.5 lens wide open is so shallow that it is ex- 
tremely difficult, if not impossible, to focus such 
a camera sharply merely by guessing how many 
feet it is to Uncle Ezra’s face. 

Conversely, depth of field increases in just as 
startling a degree when camera-to-subject distance 
increases. If the subject distance is doubled. depth 
of field becomes four times as great; if subject 
distance is increased three times, depth of field 
leaps to nine times what it was. 

The greatest increase in depth of field takes 
place behind (on the far side of) the subject. 
Take the case of a good 50mm lens, such as is 
used on a 35mm camera. At maximum aperture 
(f/3.5) and focused sharply at 5 feet, the depth 
of field would be from about 41% feet to about 
51% feet. Focus the lens at the 10-foot mark and 
depth of field will now be from about 8 feet to 
about 13 feet. Already there is 50 percent greater 
depth of field beyond the subject than in front 
of it. Focused at 25 feet, the lens has a depth of 
field from about 16 feet to 54 feet; set at 50 feet, 
the depth of field extends from about 25 feet to 
infinity. 

A practical use of this knowledge would be in 
photographing a rather large. deep group of 
people. In coming up close to fill the negative and 
get the faces as big as possible, the depth of field 
might be so shallow that some of the crowd would

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be out of focus no matter what the lens setting. 

. Backing off a few feet from the crowd could 
supply the extra depth of field needed to get them 
all in and in sufficiently sharp focus to permit 
enlargement. The best point to focus on would 
probably be about one-third of the distance be- 
tween the front row and the rearmost person. 

Depth of field increases sharply as the lens 
opening is stopped down from widest aperture. 
Look at the three pictures on page 48, taken with 
a 4x 5-inch Speed Graphic with a 135mm Wollen- 
sak lens. The camera was focused sharply on the 
nose of the man with glasses, closest to the cam- 
era. Notice the top picture taken at {/5.6, prac- 
tically wide open. In the original 8 x 10 glossy 
enlargement from which this engraving was made 
it is possible to see that the man’s near shoulder is 
out of focus, but the small size here and the limi- 
tations of reproduction obscure this detail on the 
printed page. Notice how the depth of field has 
increased in the middle picture, in which the only 
change made was to close down to f/11. Compare 
this and the top picture with the bottom picture 
taken at £/22. It should be remembered that the 
depth of field also increased toward the camera, as 
well as away from it, but to a much smaller degree. 

The focal length of the lens being used has a 
great deal to do with the apparent depth of field 
in the final print. Given the same subject distance 
and lens opening (f/11 at 10 feet, for example) 
a lens of short focal length (50mm) will have 
greater depth of field than a lens of long focal 
length (135 mm). Compare the three photos on 
this page, taken with a 35mm Contax with the 
three photos on page 48. 

On cameras with interchangeable lenses, depth 
of field may also be controlled by changing a long 
focal length lens for one of shorter focal length 
and vice versa. This facility, added to the choice 
of subject distances and lens openings, gives the 
photographer remarkable flexibility. Just as a 
minor example, there is a whole school of por- 
traiture based on the idea of having the eyes 
sharply imaged, while the ears are out of sharp 
focus. This is done with lenses of long focal length 
used at wide aperture and relatively short sub- 
ject distances. Neither subject nor camera must 
waver back and forth, however. 

How can this knowledge be put to use con- 
trolling depth of field? The photo on page 46 is 
an example of extreme overall depth of field to 
achieve an effect. The camera was a 4.x 5 Meridian 
with a 127mm, f/4.7 Ektar lens. Minimum 
marked aperture on the lens was £/32 but actually 
the diaphragm could be closed considerably

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further and it was. The focusing scale was set for 
about 20 feet. Actually, neither the foreground 
pricks (3 feet) nor the distant towers (infinity ) 
are as sharp as they would have been if each were 
focused on sharply and photographed separately. 
Part of this is due to the fact that the depth of 
field with critical sharpness was simply not great 
enough to span such a range of distance. Also, 
when lenses are stopped down to such minute 
apertures they begin to lose sharpness due to 
optical reasons. 

At the top of these two pages are pictures show- 
ing how controlled depth of field can shift the 
emphasis in a photograph. A Leica camera with 
90mm, £/1.9 Angenieux lens was used with the 
lens wide open. Why? At close ranges, wide open, 
depth of field is very shallow with such a lens— 
much shallower than with a 50mm lens. In the 
picture on page 5] sharp focus on the beautiful 
marble leg centers interest there while the admir- 
ing man about 6 feet in the background is out 
of focus but still clearly visible. In the second 
picture the camera was focused on the woman 
and the painting about 8 feet distant to make them 
the center of interest, while the out-of-focus limb 
in the foreground lends a museum atmosphere. 

At the bottom of these two pages you can see 
how a wide open aperture can cause a messy back- 
ground to dissolve out of focus and sight. Stop 
down the lens and all sorts of sharply focused 
underbrush appears behind the girl seated on 
the ground. 

These two techniques are widely used by skill- 
ful photographers to place emphasis where it is 
desired, to séparate the planes in a picture, and 
to give a feeling of depth. Sometime, to achieve 
an effect, it may be desirable to put everything 
in the scene slightly out of focus. It’s only neces- 
sary to use a wide lens aperture and focus on some 
point other than the subject and far enough away 
from it so that the subject won’t fall within the 
depth of field of the lens. 

After all this explanation of how to control 
depth of field it’s fair to ask, “How do I find out 
the depth of field for my lens?” Actually, the only 
way to do this visually is to study the ground 
glass of a single lens reflex camera or a view type 
camera. Then, as the lens is stopped down or 
opened up, the actual areas in and out of focus 
may be studied. But, as the lens is stopped down, 
light decreases rapidly and it frequently is diffi- 
cult to tell whether or not something is really 
sharply imaged. 

Most modern cameras carry a depth of field scale 
right on the body. Usually it is tied in with the lens 
focusing knob (in the case of a twin lens reflex) 
or is engraved around the front or rear of the 
lens mount. Such a depth of field scale is shown 
on page 101 together with a detailed explanation 
of how it is to be used. (Continued on page 100) 
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To shift emphasis from one point to another, skilled photographers use depth of field selectively. Here 90mm, f/1.8 
Angenieux lens on Leica was used wide open to create two entirely different picture effects just by changing focus.

NO! says IVAN DMITRI 


Color adds so much to the richness of everyday liv- 
ing that it is impossible to imagine the world with- 
out it. Try it for yourself sometime—try to conceive 
of a never-ending hospital world of two tones and 
you will probably be ready for a hospital bed! Thank 
heavens, what we see every day is not just shades of 
black and white, but a rich variety of colors every- 
where we look—trees, sky, earth and the plumage of 
animals and humans. When I began to use photog- 
raphy as a medium of expression, I worked in black- 
and-white. By the end of six months, I was so bored 
that I thought of giving up photography. Then I 
found color. That was sixteen years ago, when 
Kodachrome first came into existence. I was fasci- 
nated by the ease with which brilliant colors could 
be recorded on film and I have specialized in color 
ever since. My enthusiasm has, if anything. grown— 
certainly not diminished—for color photography has 
given me and many others a great deal of pleasure 
as well as profit. 

To be sure, color photography is still full of diffi- 
culties and imperfections—but that is a challenge, 
not a reason for discarding it. The exploration of 
color by a creative worker is the most satisfying 
aspect of photography today. There is nothing in 
black-and-white to equal the breath-taking quality of 
a well-done color shot, nor to approach its impact in 
commanding instant attention. 

Don’t take my word for it. Advertising constantly 
uses the medium of color to sell more cars, more 
furniture. more services, (Continued on page 55) 


YES! says BARBARA MORGAN 


“One must respect black. Nothing prostitutes it.”—a 
particularly apt quotation from the French artist, 
Odilon Redon, whose exhibition of drawings, litho- 
graphs and other graphics was recently held at the 
Museum of Modern Art. 

There is great intrinsic beauty in the black-and- 
white photographic image composed as it is of seem- 
ingly infinite gradations from the deposits of silver. 
This superb medium, with its range from velvety 
black to gleaming white, is to my mind fully as 
beautiful as etching, lithography, or any of the hand- 
controlled graphic arts. An impressive body of work 
has been, and is being, achieved—work that con- 
tributes significantly to the stream of art expression 
of all ages. 

But, color photography—the image and _ the 
medium—is another story. In comparison to other 
art media, the color is generally thin, garish and 
impermanent to light. The medium itself is costly 
and difficult to process. Seldom does the photog- 
rapher retain complete control. It is true that color 
photography is in its infancy as compared to ancient 
arts of color: painting, stained glass, glazed pottery, 
colored fabrics, enamels, mosaics. But shouldn’t we 
of the machine and chemical age strive to create 
beauty as vital and glorious as that of our forebears? 
With all due allowance for the newness, the cost. the 
incredible difficulties already overcome, and to be 
overcome, the whole trend of the manufacturers 
seems to be toward making a workable amateur and 
commercial medium with short shrift for the poten- 
tial artist of color photography. 

Why is there no more headway in making the 
dye-image more permanent to light? No artist of in- 
tegrity wants to see his work fade in a few years. 
What kind of an architect (Continued on page 55)

more anything else, and in this field are men who 
take constant check of the public pulse to see what 
catches their eye and their admiration. Color does 
it—and why not, since it gives not only a more truth- 
ful impression, but also a greater scope for creative 
endeavor? 

Here is a medium as sensitive and as delicate as 
painting with water colors, for the color photog- 
rapher can be as literal or as imaginative as he 
wishes. Indeed, the initial approach to creating a pic- 
ture in water color or in color photography is about 
the same. Each must have good composition and de- 
sign, plus the dramatic and emotional possibilities 
of the color use, and imaginative conception. The 
only difference is that of the tools used to create the 
color image. The color photographer, it is true, does 
not have the constant manual control of the painter, 
so that the moment of exposure becomes the time of 
critical creative effort—but the end results are, or 
should be, the same. The photographer’s vision is 
wholly concentrated on the selection rather than the 
rendition of the image, but he uses to the fullest ex- 
tent all the mechanical aids at his command and thus 
achieves interpretation in his own way. 

For instance, by over and underexposure, he can 
“paint” with his camera, even correcting certain 
carelessness of nature by this means of color control. 
An example of this is in the picture of the camel 
drivers and the pyramid (page 54). The composi- 
tion, as visualized, was bold, dramatic and daring, 
calling for a sky background of rich, deep blue. As 
the picture was taken in the early morning, with long 
cast shadows and brilliant side lighting, I had to 
underexpose deliberately to obtain the dark sky. This 
underexposure made it impossible to record fore- 
ground detail without a fill-in light. I used a No. 22B 
flashbulb, on extension about 15 feet away. On other 
occasions, different creative interpretations have 
been achieved by intentionally breaking the rules 
such as using outdoor film indoors with artificial 
light, by controlling color effects through varying 
sources of light, by different filters and by the selec- 
tion of exposure time. The depth and density of the 
color can be made to play through a long range 
of color hues and shades, and contrast achieved by 
the effective relationships of the complementary 
colors. The successful rendering of a color composi- 
tion is a constant challenge to the artistic ability of 
the individual photographer. I’m sure it is one of the 
reasons why my interest in (Continued on page 88)

would allow termite-infested wood in his building? 
Impermanence to light is no problem for commercial 
quickies or for reproduction where the final form 
of the color image is printer’s ink, nor for a casual 
memo of a holiday. But—no serious photographer 
wants to produce fading work. 

Trained as a painter until Edward Weston’s work 
inspired me to photography, I mentally compare 
artist pigments with photographic dyes. Why must 
photographic dyes be so much less beautiful? There 
are many grades of artist pigments, and the crude, 
inexpensive, so-called “student colors” are very like 
the photographic dyes. A visit to a museum to see 
Persian miniatures, Coptic textiles, Limoges enamels, 
Venetian paintings, or in our own time, Matisse 
paintings, will underscore the plea for the rich, the 
glowing, the subtle colors. Advertising stridencies 
pitch our color habits to the shrill. Our age has much 
to learn to reach color maturity. Color photography 
is not painting, but it is a medium of magnificent 
potential in its own right. A color print need not, 
should not, look like a painting. A projection slide 
need not, should not, look like a stained glass win- 
dow—but in their own way, they should look as fine, 
or better. Something will have to be done to give 
this little epidermis of gelatine a better charge of 
dyes to carry if color photography. is to achieve 
stature as an art medium. 

Like music, color instantly touches the emotions. 
The difficulty is how to control this potentially won- 
derful medium, for the least shift in color relations 
alters mood and meaning. A composer would have 
a hemorrhage if his score in D Minor were distorted 
to C Major in recording. But, just such shifts and 
accidents occur constantly in color processing— 
darker, lighter, loss of neutrals, toward the red, to- 
ward the blue—making a different concept out of it. 
To achieve one’s idea 100 per cent, not just to make 
an acceptable picture, | am sure one must do one’s 
own processing. But, what a formidable prospect! 

In black-and-white photography, the tone values 
can be so controlled that a convincing impression of 
the character of the color can be formed. The vast 
number of gradations in working from negative to, 
positive makes it possible to convey the artist’s feel- 
ings and reactions to the subject. Frequently, from 
printing a negative many times, a fuller, riper mean- 
ing is produced in the print. Color printing, by com- 
parison, is so inflexible that it is almost impossible 
to experience such growth or even to obtain a real- 
istic rendering of the original colors. Art is not copy- 
ing nature, but much of color photography is just 
that—in postcard colors. (Continued on next page)

If you work in color, you must be able to transform it, 
to deepen the significance of the subject—unless you 
are content with mere copying. The black-and-white 
medium, itself, being more abstract. aids in this trans- 
formation. And until I can get this complete sensation 
of fully shaping the picture up to the last possible 
moment, I would rather have none of it. All or noth- 
ing! I'll stick to black-and-white which I can control 
from start to finish. 

In monochrome photography, drama is accom- 
plished through the organization of the black-and-white 
modulations. Often color is redundant in a black-and- 


white concept. For example, the photograph of Martha 
Graham (below) is a composition which is purely 
motion. Color would have diluted the dynamics of 
what is a purely kinetic design. The feeling of space. 
the placement of the arm, the closed eyelids, the swirl] 
of the skirt all are important elements adequately ex- 
pressed in black-and-white. 

In black-and-white photography, the rendering of 
space by perspective, gradations of tone, diminishing 
scales of objects, the sense of weaving in and out of 


objects in varying zones or degrees of illumination—

BAUMAN CATCHES 
FELLER'S PITCHES

When Bob Feller, an ace hurler of the Cleveland Indians, de- 
veloped the “slider” ball which brought him back among the 
top ranking pitchers in the major leagues, it also restored him 
to baseball’s top pitching salary. At the same time, it gave 


Look magazine’s sports editor, Tim Cohane, an idea for a pic- 
ture story on Feller’s new pitch. (Look, March 11, 1952) For 
this job Cohane called in Look’s specialist in sports photogra- 
phy, Frank Bauman. 

After considering various visual approaches to the story, 
Cohane decided that the best presentation of the slider would 
be a photograph of the ball in flight—from the moment it 
leaves Feller’s hand until it slides over home plate. 

Tim Cohane contacted Bob Feller. Feller okay’d the idea 
and a shooting day was set. Frank Bauman then took over. 
He had to work out the details, pick the equipment, set the 
stage, and be completely ready for Feller when he arrived, 
since the pitcher could allow only a couple of hours for the 
shooting. (Seems he had pitched a game that day and had 
very little extra time before returning to Cleveland.) 

In shooting this picture story Frank was faced with two big 
problems. First he needed a spacious indoor location, (he 
solved this by obtaining the use of the 71st Infantry Regiment 
Armory in New York City). Second, the location chosen had 
to have enough electrical outlets for the necessary wiring 
hookups on his lighting. For Frank (Continued on page 90)

DIANE AND RAY WITLIN TELL WHAT IT’S LIKE TO SHOOT A 





DAWN PHOTOGRAPHY is inspired by the same curiosity 
that makes you wonder what is on the “other side” 
of the moon. You know what your city or neighborhood 
looks like in broad daylight. You even know what it’s 
like when the streets and buildings are ablaze with elec- 
tric lights. But what of the dawn hours before the night 
is quite dead or the day quite born? What “face” does 
the city wear then? 

We recently spent five consecutive mornings finding 
out. At 4:00 each morning we crawled out of bed, gulped 
hot coffee, and ventured into a gray world that became 
unfamiliar three feet beyond our doorstep. On the first 
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5 A.M. Out of the haze appears a tugboat and freighter. Shooting against the light, this calls for 1/500 at f/4. 


morning the streets appeared utterly lifeless. Several 
moments passed before we noticed a policeman standing 
beside a doorway, a street cleaner far down the avenue, 
a cat exploring a garbage can. The sudden crash of a 
breaking milk bottle carried for blocks, echoing off the 
buildings until you couldn’t tell in which direction the 
sound originated. This was our introduction to the at- 
mosphere of dawn that we hoped to capture on film. 

Our choice of a Contax camera loaded with Super-XX 
was mostly a matter of personal preference. For one 
thing, our Sonnar and Biogon lenses would be fast enough 
for shooting in poor light. Equally important, we de- 
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cided, the Contax would be easy to conceal if someone 
got suspicious of two people prowling around the streets 
at ungodly hours. 

The five pictures shown here naturally represent only a 
fraction of the shots we made. But since each picture was 
made at a different time of morning, the notes we jotted 
down after every shooting session may give you an ink- 
ling of what to expect if you explore the dawn picture 
possibilities in your own city. 

Monday, 4:30 A.M. A faint sign of light shows behind 
the bridge as we approach the wholesale fish market on 
the East River. A group of fishmen are standing around 
a bonfire in the street. A brisk wind blowing in off the 
river torments the fire, stirs the heavy odors of the fish 
market. There isn’t enough light for photos until some- 
one tosses an empty fishbox on the fire. As the box be- 
gins to burn furiously, the faces of the fishmen are 
clearly defined in orange light. At the peak of the flare 
we make several quick shots, guessing at a basic exposure 
of 1/5 second with the lens wide open. When we step 
back from the swirling sparks, fearful of scorching the 
camera, the men laugh. They insist we are “cuckoo” to 
be up taking pictures in this smelly place “just for 
fun.” We grin and agree. Walking away, we wonder if 
1/5 second may have been too slow an exposure.... 
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YAM. These four have been up all night. No 
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w, on deserted Broadway, they alternate window shopping with smooching.

Tuesday, 5 A.M. The bridge we saw yesterday morn- 
ing against the dawn sky has stuck in our mind: we keep 
wondering what kind of pictures we could get from the 
center span. While still a block from the bridge. we hide 
the camera beneath a jacket. It is a routine precaution, 
nothing more. We have heard that several people have 
recently been arrested for taking pictures from bridges— 
and at this early hour a camera might make us appear 
suspicious. 

We are well out on the span by the time the sun is 
really up. It is very hazy; the cables arch above us and 
disappear in the sky. Far away buildings are almost in- 
visible. We decide to retface our steps to a dock at water 
level where we watch a freighter and tug plow up the 
channel. It will be a hard picture to print—fogged in on 
one side by the sun and blanked out on the other by the 
haze. A filter would help—but would also change the 
mood. We decide on the Biogon wide-angle lens and take 
a meter reading. 1/125 at £/8 is too slow because of the 
vibrations of passing cars. So we expose for 1/500 sec- 
ond at £{/4—and hope for the best. 

Wednesday, 5:30 A.M. Broadway in the morning is 
like a hangover. We wander up and down the street with- 
out enthusiasm. Even the camera seems listless. We make 
a few shots, but the only worthwhile subject seems to be 
two sailors and their gals, kids, all of them. We follow 
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6:30 A.M. A vagrant, just aroused by a cop, stares at> 
the light filtering through park trees. 1/50 sec., f/4. 


them awhile and then give up. The Main Drag hasn’t had 
much to offer us in dawn photography. 

Thursday, 6:00 A.M. It’s raining this morning so we 
decide to try some dawn shots in the railroad station. 
The various attitudes of travelers in the waiting room 
are delightfully unselfconscious. We avoid those who 
look as if they might awaken any minute, and sit down 
under a light bulb opposite a sleeping woman. The ex- 
posure made at 1/10 second, £/2, turns out to be the best 
for the day. 

Friday, 6:30 A.M. We shoot several streetsweepers, 
but we feel sleepy and apathetic about it until we reach 
the park. Then we see a policeman arouse a vagrant who 
has been sleeping on a bench, and our apathy leaves. 
The vagrant sits up, stares straight ahead as though 
hypnotized by the light. We guess at the exposure and 
shoot at 1/50, £/4. Somehow we are pleased with this 
shot—to us the solitary figure and the soft, filtered light 
seem to capture the serenity of a beautiful moment. We 
hope the final print will live up to the scene. 

All of which brings us to a word about printing dawn 
pictures. Since the feeling of light is so important. we found 
by trial and error that it is best to keep the contrast as 
high as possible. Our best results were obtained when we 
used Varigam BT paper with a +10 filter, and developed 
our prints in Dektol up to five or six minutes.—THE END 
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Photographer Jean Pitcher interviews the bride- and groom- 
to-be long before the wedding date. Knowing their plans 
she is then set to shoot up to 50 pictures in orderly sequence. 
The No. 1 shot is often of bride’s veil being arranged.

WEDDING 
CTURKS 


by JEAN PITCHER 











Candid shots of last minute preparations also belong in 
the wedding album. Here the bride is adjusting her 
father’s boutonniere. Miss Pitcher uses flash indoors, 
works with a Super Ikonta B, and a 4 x 5 press camera. 


ALMOST ANYONE can acquire the so-called “knack” of 
making good wedding pictures. Whether you use an in- 
expensive flash camera or a gleaming electronic flash 
outfit. your equipment is of secondary importance. The 
really important thing is to know how to get the most out 
of what you have, to plan your shooting schedule ahead 
of time—and then go about recording the story of what 
takes place as unobtrusively as possible. 

An interview with the prospective bride and groom 
well in advance of the wedding date will help you to start 
laying plans. When and where will the wedding be held? 
Will there be a reception? How extensive a coverage does 
the bride-to-be want? Does she have a list of 10 or 12 
pictures she would like included ? 

The next step, in my book, is to have a chat with the 7 
minister to find out how he feels about picture taking. 
This is a must, for the sanctity of the church must be re- 
spected and it is up to you to convince him that you can 
get pictures without fuss. I personally prefer using natu- 
ral light within the church—especially before and during 
the actual ceremony. Under no circumstances, of course, 
will you try to sneak shots that have been forbidden. 

Pictures at the reception, the cake cutting ceremony, 
the shot of the bride tossing her bouquet—these are some 
of the basic shots you will want to prepare for in advance. 
As soon as you have photographed a wedding or two, you 
will be able to anticipate the highlight events. Then, re- 
gardless of how many candids you snap on the side, you 
will always be in the right spot to make the “key” shots 
that form the nucleus of any wedding album.—THE END 
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A group shot of the bridesmaids is a “key” shot in any wedding album. This is 
usually made indoors with the bride in the foreground and the bridesmaids behind 
her. A second “key” shot (above) is made aiter the wedding ceremony and in- 
cludes the groom and ushers. Pitcher likes to shoot this one informally if possible. 
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As soon as the bride and her father have passed down the 
aisle, Pitcher focuses upon the minister for this natural 
light shot of the wedding ceremony. Camera is set on the 
floor for a time exposure of 4 to 6 seconds at about f/8. 


It takes speed to catch the young couple running the 
rice gantlet to their car. In bright sunlight, an expo- 
sure of 1/200 at f£/16 on Super-XX would do. Pitcher 
often uses flash outdoors to fill in the shadow details. 
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The newlyweds in their getaway car are always a key al- 
bum shot. You can shoot them as they enter the car if 
the door opens the right way. Otherwise, wait until they 
are seated, then ask them to lean forward and smile. 


The bouquet throwing ceremony requires careful timing. 
Pitcher usually asks the bride to count to three be- 
fore she makes the toss. The trick is to make the 
exposure just as the bouquet leaves the hand, not later. 
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For the cake cutting ceremony at the reception, the 
groom should be to the bride’s right. This is usually a 
hilarious occasion with lots of action, so it is best to 
make several flash shots from different camera angles. 


Honeymoon bound. This is usually one of the last key 
pictures in a wedding coverage. Just to make sure 
she has a complete record, however, Jean Pitcher always 
shoots doze~s of extras—most of them on the candid side.

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What's Ahead? 





by LLOYD E. VARDEN 


It is well known that the dyes 
formed in color films are far from 
ideal. The magenta and cyan dyes par- 
ticularly have serious deficiencies. The 
magenta dye should transmit blue and 
red light freely and absorb green light 
completely. The cyan dye should trans- 
mit blue and green light freely and 
absorb red light completely. However, 
even the best magenta dyes absorb 
considerable blue and red light, and 
transmit some green light. And the 
best cyan dyes absorb fairly strongly 
in the blue and green regions, and 
transmit somewhat in the red region. 
To overcome these deficiencies to as 
great an extent as possible it is neces- 
sary to resort to masking or to some 
other color correction procedure. 

Masking is accomplished by various 
ways. The principle can be explained 
by considering the masking procedure 
for producing a green separation nega- 
tive from a positive color transpar- 
ency. The cyan dye in the transpar- 
ency, as we have noted, absorbs green 
light excessively, whereas it should 
transmit all of the green light. If we 
were to produce a green filter separa- 
tion negative from the transparency 
directly we would have density separa- 
tion in the negative that is not due 
entirely to the magenta image, i.e., to 
the primary green absorber of the 
transparency. Imposed upon the green 
separation derived from the magenta 
image would be a degrading element 
arising from the green light absorption 
of the cyan dye. To correct for this a 
weak negative is made from the trans- 
parency first by red light, such that 
the contrast and density range of this 
negative is just sufficient to “mask 
out” the green light positive image of 
the cyan dye. This weak negative is 
then combined with the transparency 
for exposing the green separation 
negative, which now derives its den- 
sity separations only from the green 
densities of the magenta image. 


A new color correction masking 
method 


The use of colored couplers in color 
negative materials provides a theoreti- 
cally neat solution to color correction 
masking. In this case the couplers in 
the magenta and cyan layers perform 
two functions. The yellowish colored 
coupler in the green sensitive layer is 
used principally to form the magenta 
image, but whatever amount that re- 
mains automatically becomes a yel- 
lowish positive. The orange colored 
coupler in the red sensitive layer is 





used mostly to form the cyan image, 
and the remainder produces an: orange 
colored positive. These colored posi- 
tives absorb blue and green light in 





the amounts necessary to compensate 
for the unwanted absorptions in the 
color negative image, thereby leaving 
an effective image that results only 
from the main absorptions of the nega- 
tive dye images. 

A new masking method recently dis- 
closed by John A. C. Yule in U. S. 
Patent 2,578,333 is perhaps the most 
clever proposed in the past few years. 
It provides a means for making color 
corrected positives from especially 
prepared color negatives without need 
of colored couplers. The material has 
the conventional layer arrangement 
for the emulsions, i.e., a red sensitive, 
a green sensitive and a blue sensitive

If there’s no club to join 


start your own movie making club 


How do we start a movie club? That’s the burden of con- 
siderable mail which reaches me, and we’re about due for some 
general treatment of the subject. 

If you and a few kindred spirits feel the need of a movie 
club, you have a great opportunity for starting right. Last month 
we looked over some of the reasons why clubs crack up. This 
time we’ll try to get the club started and running, with as few 
potential trouble sources as possible. 

First, I recommend that you keep the thing on an informal 
basis to start with. Don’t rush into such matters as rules, regu- 
lations, by-laws, officers, and committees. Get together a few 
times informally, simply to see how you make out as a group 
of people who happen to like movie-making. 

After shooting the breeze a while and discussing each other’s 
films and interests you'll come to know whether the outfit is 
here to stay. In any such group there'll be some divergence of 
opinion regarding equipment and technique. And there should 
be. But there’s a difference between this and a crew of prima 
donnas who find it really tough to get together on anything. 

Once you have a fairly congenial group—and know it—then 
it’s plenty soon to think about formal organization. When this 
point is reached, choose a club name. It may not be the one you 
intend to use finally, but it will serve for identification. 


Outside assistance 


Then avail yourselves immediately of the excellent program 
and organizational assistance offered by the camera club and 
motion picture divisions of Eastman Kodak Company, at 
Rochester, N. Y.; Ansco, at Binghamton, N. Y.; and the Photo- 
graphic Society of America, at 2005 Walnut Street, Philadelphia 
3, Pa. Delegate one person to write to all three outfits, sending the 
club name and address, and requesting advice on setting up your 
organization and a schedule of program attractions. It’s been my 
experience that all three sources named have plenty to offer clubs. 

Another recommended routine is to exchange correspondence 
with established movie clubs. Request copies of their rules and 
by-laws. From examining these you can pick out the portions 
which apply most aptly to your aggregation. 

One source of trouble encountered among movie and still 
camera clubs alike is the clique, or perennial policy committee, 
also known as the Mutual Admiration Society. Some gents just 
naturally have more time or drive (or both) than others, and 
will try to run things year in and year out. This should be dis- 
couraged. Try to rotate officers annually. Use the talents of any 
willing and capable people to the utmost, of course, but don’t 
(a) overload anyone or (b) let anybody become indispensable 
as club president. That way lies stagnation for any group. 

Some movie clubs are set up to accommodate those who shoot 
only 8mm or 16mm, and this seems to work well. But most suc- 
cessful groups welcome owners of both and manage to keep them 
happy. I haven’t gone into much detail here, for the excellent 
reason that the three sources cited are oh, so happy to give clubs 
a hand. Why duplicate their efforts? However, if you have spe- 
cific queries about how to handle a club problem (excluding any 
involving Robert’s Rules of Order), drop me a line-—THE END

OSKAR FISCHINGER: 


abstract movie master 


by TY COTTA 


Throughout the centuries, the aim of all artists has been to capture 
the viewer’s eye and direct it through harmonious compositions 
communicating the artist’s own feelings, be it a drawing or a play. 
In Frankfurt, Germany, Oskar Fischinger, an abstract artist, became 
unsatisfied with available methods of artistic communications. In 
1919, he turned to making motion pictures. 

It happened in connection with a literary club to which he be- 
longed. He was to make a report on Shakespeare’s As You Like It 
to the members of the club and decided to show the development of 
the dramatic emotional content by drawing lines of different lengths. 
Some members of the club were enthusiastic, but others just could 
not see it. 

Since the line did not show the development of emotion through 
a space of time, Fischinger turned to movies in order to demon- 
strate his idea clearly. As the possibilities of cinema grew in his 
mind, he found that he could use an unlimited number of symbols 
other than the line to show feeling on film. Since that time he has 
lived this art and developed it into what may prove to be the future 
road. With plantlike patience he has worked months and years on 
films and new methods. 

(Many readers have probably seen Walt Disney’s film, Fantasia, 
and have thus enjoyed one of the few commercially successful Ameri- 
can abstract movies. The first sequence (Continued on page 82) 





Oskar Fischinger’s early abstract movies 
consisted of charcoal drawings, one per 
frame. They were usually projected in 
the negative form (strip on page 74) to 
produce more contrast. For his more re- 
cent 10 minute color film, Motion Paint- 
ing. he painted abstracts on clear plastic 
sheets (top, pages 74 and 75). After a 
few brush strokes, he would photograph 
his progress on one movie frame, then 
return for more brush strokes and more 
frames. When his plastic canvas (center 
illustration) became too cluttered, he 
placed a second plastic sheet before the 
first and painted on it, gradually ob- 
securing the painting on the first plastic 
(right illustration). He used twelve plas- 
tic sheets altogether. Fischinger is now at 
work on his first stereo painting movie 
(below). Each stereo pair must be paint- 
ed by hand, one pair for each movie frame.

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Whether you plan to take movies at the 
beach, in the mountains or just around home 
this summer, you can couple your titling 
with your actual filming. Ill give you a 
chance to use your ingenuity and allow 
your future film viewers to take a rest 
from viewing the indoor type-against-a-solid- 
background titles. 

Titles need not interrupt the continuity of 
your movie. If you write titles in the sand 
or use tape on doors, a pan from the sand 
writing, to the action, or the door opening 
and someone emerging will place your title 
securely in your film. The transition from 
title to actual movie will be fluid and easy for 
your audience to accept. 

Titling equipment can be quite simple: a 
stick to write with in the sand, some mask- 
ing tape and a pair of scissors, paint and a 
paint brush, a piece of plate glass. Be care- 
ful with your lettering, however. No matter 
how clever your titling scheme may be, 
ragged lettering can ruin the end result. A 
little care now will pay off in results for years 
of viewing enjoyment.—Harry A. Speese. 


1. Titles can be pinned to moving objects. A 
child walking, riding a bicycle or skating towards 
the camera can have a title painted on paper 
pinned to his back. As he turns and starts away 
from the camera, the audience sees the title. 


4. Blow up a balloon, write your title upon it 
with poster paint in a contrasting color. After 
the paint dries, let the air out of it. Then film 
someone blowing up the balloon. The title will 
appear larger and larger until balloon explodes. 
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2. At the beach, write your titles in the firm, 
moist sand near the water with a stick. Try to 
write them close enough to the water so large 
waves can wash the titles away when they hit 
the beach edge. Film this action when it occurs.

movements made it possible for him to 
plan the movements and speed. 

One day in 1948, Fischinger placed 
two blank white boards on his easel side 
by side. On one, he painted an abstract 
design. Because of the high contrast of 
the black design on the white board, his 
eye retained the image for a brief time 
and he was able to see the same image 
on the blank board. 

For experiment’s sake, he began to 
paint the image on the blank board, but 
from a slightly different point of view. 
When finished, he stepped away from 
the boards and eyed them. When he let 
his eyes wander, both boards blurred 
slightly and seemed to fuse into one 
image. When the image came into focus, 
he found that he was seeing his abstract 
design in three dimensions. 

Although many photographers who 
take stereo have been fusing the two 
images and seeing their stereo pictures 
in three dimensions without a viewer 
(see page 64, June issue of Mopern), 
the idea of seeing a painting in depth 
was something new which Fischinger 
had stumbled upon almost by accident. 

Since then he has developed this phe- 
nomenon which may prove to be a vast 
new art medium. Carrying this discovery 
to the ultimate he is now making a di- 
rectly viewed abstract color stereo movie. 
With limitless patience he is painting 
the double pictured frames of this film. 

Fischinger is an artist of the first or- 
der. He is a mild-mannered man who 
talks of art and cinema as if they were 
his life—which they are. Although he 
lives just west of Hollywood, Fischinger 
is allergic to the huge machines that pro- 
duce movies there. When he arrived in 
Hollywood originally under contract to 
a studio, he found that he could not 
tolerate the numerous changes that were 
forced on him.

ful and satisfying expression of space 
can be given. In color photography, it 
should be possible to give an even more 
complete space evocation, for along with 
form, scale, and light-to-dark tones, there 
is the color envelopment which literally 
“colors space.” Unfortunately the oppo- 
site is often true, and much color photog- 
raphy suffers from space distortion. The 
worst offense is through flat lighting 
which flattens space because it neutral- 
izes the sculptural shadows. 

Color movies are often more success- 
ful than color stills. In the fine current 
picture The River, by Renoir (see 
Mopern PuortocrapHy, Dec., 1951) 
color is so integral with the mood and 
flavor that the results could not have 
been realized in black-and-white. Yet, 
if the motion per se, the haunting music 
of the river boats, the jungle sounds, and 
the line of dramatic unfoldment were all 
stripped away, the color could not stand 
on its own. In other words, movies can 
be expressively heightened by color as 
a supporting fact with motion, sound, in 
the cinematic complex, even though the 
color itself is not first rate. 


Not worth keeping 


Many color photographs have in- 
trigued me at first sight, but in all hon- 
esty, I cannot recall a single one which 
sticks with me or haunts my memory, or 
that I would want to make a part of my 
permanent treasures. I can, on the other 
hand, think of dozens of black-and-white 
prints which I cherish for their real in- 
tegrity. 

For me, black-and-white photography 
is more than the single picture, and my 
chief interest is that it lends itself to 
long term projects such as books, exhi- 
bitions, which allow a deepening of in- 
sight and permit the artist to be his own 
editor. Today, in this machine age 
world, it is so difficult for the artist to 
keep his own identity that I am very 
grateful for the black-and-white pic- 
ture medium, which affords a way to ex- 
plore life. 

Color photography is, I readily agree, 
in a transitional state today. If the ob- 
stacles of processing can be overcome, 
if the dyes can be improved so that the 
colors equal or surpass the artist’s pig- 
ments, if the colors can be made per- 
manent—I shall be happy to work in 
the medium. In the meantime, I value 
the integrity of black-and-white and am 
happy to stay with it—THE END

color photography has been maintained 
at such a high pitch. 

We’ve come a long way since the orig- 
inal blaze of circus colors. Today a pic- 
ture with great visual richness does not 
have to include the entire color spectrum. 
In the first excitement of color film, there 
was too great a tendency to use brilliant 
reds, vibrant yellows and flashy blues. 
Now, we are more concerned with mak- 
ing pictures which use a small and subtle 
part of the possible full range of tones, 
pastel shades and quiet hues, and the 
primary colors used sparingly as dra- 
matic emphasis. Such a picture is the one 
of the pond lily (page 54). This picture 
also illustrates another point where the 
color photographer makes his medium 
work for him. As color film is slower than 
black-and-white, longer exposures and 
subsequent reduction of depth of field 
are necessary. The photographer can 
learn to anticipate the out-of-focus back- 
ground in such a way as to make it work 
for him—somewhat similar to the sweep- 
ing of a paint brush. 

Yet, I must admit that color photog- 
raphy has nagging faults. One of them 
is the fact that a fine color photograph 
rarely has sustaining power. One can- 
not view it day after day with the com- 
plete satisfaction that one has in look- 
ing at a fine painting. But, I believe that 
possessed of talent, ability and imagina- 
tion. there is the opportunity for one to 
eliminate this handicap and eventually 
color photography will compare favor- 
ably with the as yet finer art, painting. 
Meanwhile color photography has its 
own place in periodicals, in advertising, 
in films and television, and in any of 
these fields it pays better than painting. 
And any photographer who is realistic 





will admit he works for a profit—or tries 
to. This is one of the compensations in 
being a color photographer; one comes 
a lot closer to obtaining his worth in 
dollars for his creative ability. 

There are also many possibilities in 
the displaying of color for esthetic en- 
joyment. There is the transparency 
which may be projected or seen with a 
table viewer or in a lighted shadow box. 
One can make Dye Transfer prints, 
Printon enlargements or Carbro prints, 
and so achieve something beautiful and 
lasting which is well within the reach of 
any hobby photographer. 

The future of color seems limitless. 
There will certainly be finer color ren- 
ditions in the future and more ease and 
flexibility in making color prints. The 
War Madonna (page 53) is one of the 
few color photographs I have taken 
which has some of the “staying” power 
of a painting. A good painting grows, 
becomes part of the: person who owns 
it or the one who created it, but color 
photography has the greater first-im- 
pression impact. And this is why it is so 
generally popular as a sales and adver- 
tising medium and a remunerative pro- 
fession. 

If the time ever comes when I begin to 
lose enthusiasm, or interest lags, then 
I shall quit color photography and re- 
turn to painting. I must enjoy my work 
or I cannot do it. But . . . I don’t think 
that day will ever come . . . any more 
than I think that color photography will 
ever lose its hold on the public.

knew that in order to get the pictures he 
‘had in mind—Bob Feller and nine sep- 
arate images tracing the path of the 
ball—he would have to use electronic 
flash as his only light source. 


The next step was setting up his 
lights. Fourteen large electronic flash 
units were brought to the Armory. Ten 
of these were placed in a series, at inter- 
vals of six feet, from the pitcher’s mound 
down to home plate. Each lamp reflector 
pointed at an approximate 45° angle to 
the path of the ball. One more was used 
as fill light on Bob Feller’s left side, 
and the three remaining failed to work. 
(Since every unit required a separate 
line, Frank connected each one to a con- 
trol box in the middle of the line. See 
picture on page 59.) Frank and his as- 
sistant Dan Miller worked two full days 
checking, examining, and hooking up 


| hundreds of yards of wire before all 


eleven lights were properly rigged up. 


Once the lighting was finally set, a 
special backstop was built four feet wide 
by six feet tall. In its center, waist high, 


| was a window two feet square which 


consisted of 114 inch thick Plexiglas. 
The camera was behind this window 


Tracking the ball 


After several dry runs (practice 
tests), Frank found that the lamps 
worked best set about ten feet away 
from the path of the ball. At this dis- 
tance they cast enough light to allow 
him to use a lens opening of £/16 on his 
camera. This lens setting was desirable 
since it gave him great depth of field. 
However, this setting did not afford him 
sufficient depth of field to get a sharp 
picture of the entire area from the 
pitcher’s mound to home plate. To get a 
sharp picture of the pitcher and the ball 
at the different distances from the mound 
to the plate, Frank had to arrange a way 
of tracking the ball, changing the focus 
of the camera duririg the ball’s flight 
from pitcher to home plate. 


First he focused sharply on the pitch- 
er’s mound. Then he locked the lens in 
position on the focusing bed. This pre- 
vented the lens from being moved any 
further backward. (If it went too far 
back it would be focused on a point be- 
yond the mound.) Thus when the lens 
would be racked back as far as it could 
go, it would be focused sharply on the 
pitcher. Next, he racked the lens for- 
ward until it was carefully focused at 
the exact position the ball would be in 
when it reached home plate. There, he 
added another lock on the focusing bed 
to prevent the lens from moving any fur- 
ther forward. In this way the lens could 
be moved only enough to focus sharply

Taking the pictures | 


Two men were needed to shoot these 
pictures. One to handle the lights, and 
the other to handle the camera. Frank 
was at the control box containing the 
contacts that set off the electronic lamps. 
Dan, his assistant, was at the camera. 
Upon Frank’s signal, Dan opened the 
shutter, racked the lens forward as the 
ball headed toward the camera, and 
closed the shutter after the last, or tenth, 
electronic flash unit was fired. 

The operation required expert timing 
and coordination. As Bauman says, 
“Timing is everything in sports pictures. 
If a light control switch had been 
thrown a split second too soon or too 
late, the pictures would have wound up 
in the waste basket. Each lamp had to 
go off at just the right time.”

New photo books 


THE STEREO REALIST GUIDE, by Dr. Ken- 
neth Tydings, S.P.E., 127 pages, 78 illus- 
trations and lighting diagrams. Green- 
berg. Price $1.95. 


For the new Realist owner, Tydings 
has covered the subject adequately, 
often simply, and with sufficient illus- 
trations. 

We like his approach, with the first 
chapter devoted to “box camera” in- 
structions for the new owner so he can 
take usable stereo shots right from 
scratch. The once-over-lightly treat- 
ment is then abandoned in favor of ex- 
haustive coverage of each phase of 
camera operation. 

The chapters on mounting and pro- 
jection leave much to be desired. The 
need for mounting care is stressed, 
particularly as it applies to projection, 
but no definite instruction is given as 
to correct spacing, adjustment of the 
stereo window and other factors. True, 
all are mentioned, but in an offhand 
way that won’t help the beginner when 
he meets the problem. 

The guide can be a definite help to 
the beginner and will give him a good 
start, as far as it goes.—D. B. 





NATURAL-LIGHT PHOTOGRAPHY, by 
Ansel Adams, 118 pages. Morgan and 
Lester. Price $3. 


Why do most photographers prefer 
taking pictures in natural light ? Prob- 
ably because the results seem more 
realistic, less equipment is usually in- 
volved and the use of natural light en- 
ables the photographer to worry less 
about placing lights, studying high- 
lights, shadows, etc. than he would if 
he were using artificial illumination. 
He can devote more time and concen- 
tration to the actual subject to be 
photographed. 

That is, if he doesn’t try to follow 
the practices of Ansel -Adams as set 
down in this book. As a case in point, 
let’s quote one paragraph dealing with 
photographing white objects in flat 
skylight. Easy, you say? Nonsense, 
listen: 

“When photographing white objects 
(such as shells, white rocks) in flat 
skylight, you must remember that in 
flat light the brightness values are pro- 
portionate to the reflectivity of the ob- 
jects, and your results may be dis- 
appointingly soft unless you achieve 
the desired contrast by proper expos- 
ure and development. For example, a 
white shell against gray rocks would 
present a reflectivity range of say 20% 
and 80%, or 1:4. The shell, being an 
emotionally white, translucent object, 
you would visualize as a Zone VII-VIII 
value, and the rocks as about a Zone 
IV value. If you place the rocks on 
Zone IV, the shell will fall on Zone VI. 
Hence to preserve the feel of white- 
ness, the exposure might be based on 
Zone IV for the rocks and a normal- 
plus development would expand the 
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opacity range sufficiently to yield a 
Zone VII-VIII value for the shell. Any 
light, translucent object may possess 
a brightness range within itself of as 
much as 1:4; the impression of trans- 
lucent whiteness is complex and is 
obtained as much from the interplay 
of light within the substance as from 
the reflection of light from its surface. 
Hence such a subject must never be 
rendered as a chalky, blank white.” 

Mr. Adams is lucky he is discussing 
the photographing of inanimate ob- 
jects here. If the subject were human, 
he or she would probably have left for 
dinner or to find a photographer with 
less introspection, more action.—H. K. 


WITHOUT ASSIGNMENT (How To Free- 
lance In Photography), by Howard 
Byrne, 198 pages, illustrated in color and 
black-and-white, Pellegrini & Cudahy. 
Price $3.95. 

When we first skimmed through this 
book we became suspicious. It was 
much too well written to be the work 
of the average photographer. So we 
checked and found that Howard Byrne 
was originally a successful writer who 
took the plunge into freelance photog- 
raphy after the war. Like so many 
others, he cut his photographic teeth 
doing baby pictures and portraits. A 
careful reading of the book shows that 
Byrne learned how to sell to editors by 
pounding the pavement with a port- 
folio of prints until he understood how 
the editorial mind works. The con- 
tents of the book run the gamut from 
sidestepping the technical hurdles a 
beginner will encounter to digging up 
picture ideas. The specialized subject 
matter Byrne covers ranges from 
agricultural pictures and cheesecake 
to sports and zoo photography. The 
clarity and completeness of this book 
make it the best of its kind we have 
seen thus far.—A.W.A. 


WILLIAMSBURG PICTURES, by Walter H. 
Miller, 118 pages, The Dietz Press, Inc. 
Price $3. 

This book is directed solely at ama- 
teur photographers who are interested 
in photographing the historical land- 
marks of Williamsburg, Virginia. It is 
an excellent photoguide of the city, 
complete with a street map on the 
front and back pages, and shows the 
individual shooting angle of each 
photograph. Unfortunately the pic- 
tures lack in interest, originality, and 
creativeness what they possess in his- 
torical significance.—L. F.

LAND, by The Very Rev. Pashal Kinsel and 
The Rev. Leonard Henry, with photo- 
graphs by Alfred Wagg, 200 pages, size 
7%. x 10, Farrar, Strauss & Young, Inc.

is important. If the aperture is too wide, 
excessive overlapping of the two im- 
ages results. When the aperture is too 
small, a wide dark space appears in the 
center of the film. The best f/stop for 
your camera can be determined easily 
by trial. After you have found the cor- 
rect aperture for your particular cam- 
era lens, exposure differences are ar- 
rived at by changes of shutter speed. 

Many cameras producing 214-inch 
square negatives or larger, can be fitted 
with reducing backs for standard 35mm 
or 828 color film. Note, however, that 
the lenses normal to these larger cam- 
eras function as_ longer-than-normal 
focal length lenses on the 35mm format. 
To produce good stereo, the device must 
be adjusted for use with these 35mm 
adapter backs, or may be ordered prop- 
erly adjusted for a specific camera. 

For 35mm cameras with lenses faster 
than f/2, a special adjustment of the 
Stereo-Tach is made at the factory and 
the device is fitted with a stop approxi- 
mately equivalent to £/5.6. Pictures 
are then made with the lens wide open, 
but exposures are calculated for a lens 
opening of £/5.6. 


Masking the finder 


Whatever the camera, when you use 
the Stereo-Tach, about one half of the 
total picture area will be occupied by 
each of the two stereo images. The field 
of view as seen in your viewfinder will 
be narrowed by about 50 percent. So, 
it is suggested that you mask the fram- 
ing window of your viewfinder 25 per- 
cent on the left and right with a piece 
of transparent tape. This will allow you 
to use your viewfinder for both full- 
frame planar pictures and proper stereo 
framing. 

The 35mm color film which is re- 
turned after processing in standard 2 x 2 
readymounts can be viewed without 
transposition or mounting problems in 
the Stereo-Tach transparency viewer 
(page 45 top right). 

Of more than passing interest is a 
standard 154 x 4 in. cardboard stereo 
mount for use in all standard stereo 
viewers such as Busch, Life, Realist, 
etc. The standard double frame 35mm 
transparencies produced using the 
Stereo-Tach may be cut in half and 
slipped into the pockets of the Quik- 
Mount (Style No. 44, Armme Co. Ltd., 
Chicago, Ill., about $8.50 per 100) 
available at your dealers.

This measurement should not exceed 


2% inches for comfortable viewing. If | 


the separation is greater than that, as 
it would be if one attempted to enlarge 
a section of the two stereo pictures, it 
would cause the eyes to diverge in view- 
ing, a feat they refuse to perform. 

In making prints from negatives pro- 
duced using the Stereo-Tach, no trans- 
position is necessary. The left and right 
images are recorded in the proper po- 
sition. 

Both black-and-white transparencies 
and prints can be viewed in the Stereo- 
Tach print viewer which accommo- 
dates a print 24% x 414 in. The two im- 
ages, side by side, must conform to these 
final dimensions (page 45, top left). 

By special attachment the Stereo- 
Tach can be used with the Polaroid 
Land camera. Only a pair of scissors is 
needed to trim the print, top and bot- 
tom, for immediate viewing. The ex- 
posure should be one number lower than 
guide or meter indicates. (If a lens and 
shutter setting of 7 is indicated, use 6.) 

One of the most valuable features of 
the Stereo-Tach is that it is possible to 
make both stereo and planar pictures at 
will with one camera and on the same 
roll of film. You may want to make an 
extra transparency in planar for your 
standard slide collection or to give away. 
After use, the unit is removed and the 
camera is again ready to make planar 
pictures. Few stereo cameras can make 
both stereo and planar shots. 

Slides made with the Stereo-Tach can 
be projected for group enjoyment using 
the Stereo-Flector and a standard pro- 
jector. The Stereo-Flector, another 
beam splitter, consists of two front-sur- 
face mirrors, arranged on a vertical 
support of adjustable height. The unit 
is placed directly in front of the pro- 
jector to direct the two polarized images 
by reflection onto an aluminized screen 
which is also part of the unit. The 
polarizing filters supplied are taped in 
front of the masked opening of the slide 
carrier. As part of the unit three pairs 
of special Polaroid spectacles are sup- 
plied for viewing. (Stereo-Flector, 
polarizing filters, three pairs spectacles, 
screen, about $37.50, Advertising Dis- 
plays Inc.) 

In operation, each of the two images 
from the projector is reflected from one 
of the two mirrors of the Stereo-Flector 
onto the screen. They must be adjusted 
to align the images vertically and hori- 
zontally. 

The simplicity of this system of mak- 
ing and projecting stereo pictures lends 
itself with hardly any modification to 
use with your present 16mm movie cam-

era and projector. The manufacturer 
suggests best results with a 15mm wide 
angle lens, which encompasses a wider 
field of view than the somewhat re- 
stricted field covered by the standard 
25mm lens. 

Stereo in motion pictures is the last 
word in realistic graphic presentation. 
It has remained for the Nord Co., Min- 
neapolis, Minn., to present to the market 
the first complete conversion unit de- 
signed for almost all makes of 16mm 
movie cameras. 


| The Nord system 


The Nord system uses a beam-split- 
ting camera converter (page 44, left) to 
record the two necessary stereo images 
side by side on the 16mm film, the two 
images occupying the space of a normal 
single frame. A bracket for attaching 
the camera converter to your camera is 
also furnished. The projector converter 
separates and polarizes the two stereo 
images projected on the screen. The unit 
is complete with a black-bordered alum- 
inized screen, with overall dimensions 
24 x 30 in., and two pairs of Polaroid 
spectacles of the cardboard-mounted 
type. 

The camera converter is readily at- 
tached to almost any make of 16mm 
camera equipped with the normal 1 in. 
(25mm) lens by means of a bracket 
which is included in the purchase price 
of the system. The operation is ex- 
tremely simple and does not require any 
basically new knowledge. The installa- 
tion of the converter on the bracket is 
critical, for the unit must be centered 
squarely in front of the lens, and the 
proper distance from it to produce two 
even sized pictures, with the minimum 
divisional line between them. Once set, 
the converter may be removed or re- 
placed as simply as a filter for shooting 
either planar or stereo at will. All other 
camera operations remain unchanged 
and either black-and-white or color film 
may be used, and processed as usual. 

As in the case of the Stereo-Tach, the 
camera viewfinder should be masked 
with transparent tape on either side to 
frame the correct field of view. The con- 
verter has a built-in viewfinder which 


| can easily be seen on the top of the unit 


from a waist-high shooting position. 
Masking the camera viewfinder, how- 
ever, permits sighting at the customary 
eye level height. For exposures on 
either black-and-white or color film, in- 
crease your lens opening one stop. 

The projection converter is again a 
simple beam splitter that includes the 
necessary polarizing filters and an opti- 
cal system which when adjusted needs 
no further attention for a showing (page

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the projector converter is mounted on 
a vertical stand adjustable to the proper 
height to intercept the beam of light 
from any 16mm projector. It is placed 
on the table with the projector, about 
a foot in front of the lens. The vertical 
and horizontal adjustments of the two 
images are easily made by observing 
the images on the screen, placed about 
16 feet from the projector. They should 
overlap each other almost to superim- 
position. The separation of any two 
similar points in the two images should 
be about 21% in. on the screen. (A spe- 
cial test film is supplied with the unit to 
help make the adjustments.) It is im- 
portant that the image fill the screen 
entirely. All stereo projection screens 
are customarily framed with black 
matte edges to absorb surplus and ghost 
images. The special Polarized spectacles 
are, of course, required for viewing. The 
price of the complete camera and pro- 
jector conversion unit is $83.50. 


Bolex stereo 


Paillard Products, Inc., New York 
City, has presented to the market the 
first complete camera and lens assembly 
for making stereo movies. This Swiss- 
made product is a special supplemen- 
tary twin £/2.8 fixed focus lens, to be 
used exclusively with the Bolex H-16 
movie camera. It can not be adapted to 
any other (page 44, right). 

The interaxial separation, approxi- 
mately 24% inches, is obtained by a sys- 
tem of prisms with two independent 
lenses of 44-inch focal length, mounted 
together in a single lens mount. This 
lens mount is readily attached and auto- 
matically centered by its own flange nut 
on the standard lens housing. 

The companion stereo projection lens 
completes the Bolex stereo system. It 
also consists of two separate optical sys- 
tems, each equipped with Yvar {/1.6 
projection lenses and with built-in ad- 
justments for horizontal and vertical 
picture alignment. The projection lens 
will fit 90 percent of all modern 16mm 
movie projectors (page 45, middle 
right). The unit is priced at $397.50 
complete with a 28 x 36-in. screen. 

Only when certain basic, fundamental 
rules are observed can good stereo pic- 
tures be produced, whether they be 
slides or movies, with or without at- 
tachments. The camera must be rock 
steady at the time of exposure. This 
strongly suggests the use of a tripod for 
almost all work. The horizon must be 
kept level indoors or out. To make this 
easier, a level bubble is invaluable. 

With stereo attachments, avoid too 
close foreground objects, especially on 
the edges of the picture. For movie 
cameras, limit the nearest object to not 
closer than four to five feet. In project- 
ing slides or movies, the projector also 
must be absolutely steady.—THE END.

Many cameras have no such device, 
however, and if you use a press type or 
buy separate lenses you may have to 
consult a printed depth of field table. 
One of these is generally supplied by 
the manufacturer if you buy the product 
new. If you buy a used lens or camera 
write to the manufacturer and ask for a 
depth of field table for that lens or 
camera. If the manufacturer is out of 
business or in some remote part of the 
world, you can probably find a depth of 
field table for some good make of lens 
of similar focal length. The Eastman 
Kodak Data Book Kodak Lenses, which 
sells for 35 cents, contains depth of 
field information for many Kodak lenses. 
Most of this data would apply equally 
to well made lenses of different make but 
similar focal length. Here is an impor- 
tant point about depth of field tables. 
They are compiled mathematically on 
the basis of certain arbitrary standards 
of definition, print viewing distance, and 
other factors which rarely are dupli- 
cated in actual usage. Inch-splitting 
arguments about the accuracy of these 
tables are likely to be a waste of time. 
The degree of enlargement in the final 
print and the distance at which it is 
viewed, the contrast and detail in the 
subject, and the sharpness of the view-

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er’s vision, all bear strongly on the 
apparent depth of field in a print. How- 
ever, these tables are a good guide for 
the working photographer, giving a 
basis for planning a picture. 

In addition to the type of carefully 
calculated photos in which controlled 
depth of field is useful, it may also be 
of great value in rapid snapshots, sports 
work, and action pictures of all kinds. 
This is accomplished by so-called “zone 
focusing.” 

Take the case of a miniature camera 
with 50mm lens. Suppose that we are 
photographing a local volley ball game 
outdoors on a bright hazy day, with 
camera set for f/8 and 1/200 sec. Most 
of the action will take place in a zone 
about 10 to 25 feet from the camera. 
How can we set the lens so that we can 
shoot rapidly and without having to re- 
focus all the time? 

Shown below is the depth of field 
scale of a Kodak Retina Ila which will 
be used to illustrate the way to solve 
this problem. The bottom row of num- 
bers (white on black) shows distances in 
feet. The next row of numbers (black 
on chrome) represents lens openings 
(f/2, 4, 5.6, 8, 11 and 16), and as you 
can see, they appear in duplicate, 
spreading outwards from the central 
focusing mark. This is the depth of field 
scale. The focusing mark (black) is now 
opposite the mark for 12 feet, indicating 
that the camera has been focused for 
that distance.

Remember that the camera was set 
for £/8 at 1/200. The depth of field at 
{/8 is easy to determine. One of the 
{/8 marks on the depth of field scale 
is opposite the 25-foot mark, while the 
other £/8 matches the 8-foot mark. 
Thus, at this setting the depth of field 
is from about 8 to 25 feet, exactly what 
is needed to cover the volleyball court. 

What would be the depth of field at 
f/11? A glance at the footage scale 
shows that 7 and 50 are the footage 
numbers opposite the two f/11 marks on 
the depth of field scale. Note how 
shallow the depth of field would be at 
{/2. The £/2 marks just bracket a small 
space between about 11 and 15 feet. 

To determine the depth of field at any 
distance and lens setting, simply move 
the lens so that it is focused at the cor-

rect distance, then see what footages are 
bracketed by the marks on the depth of 
field scale for the desired f stop. 
Here’s a simple situation. Junior and 
the puppy are romping in the sandbox 
some bright sunny day. We have our 
trusty twin-lens reflex out and set for 
1/100 at f/11. This camera has an 80mm 
lens and the depth of field scale is en- 
graved on the lens mount below. The 
sandbox is about 8 feet square and the 
way the two of them are racing back and 
forth it is impossible to keep them 





focused sharply on the ground glass. 

Backing up a bit until the whole sand- 
box is in the field of view. we find that 
the most distant point that Junior is 
likely to reach is 15 feet away. We 
rotate the lens in its mount until the 15- 
foot mark comes opposite the f/11 mark 
(see above). Now look at the other f/11 
mark on the scale, indicating the near 
limit of the depth of field. It shows about 
714 feet. The lens is focused on 10 feet. 
This means that no matter where the 
boy and puppy run in the sandbox they 
will be within the depth of field of the 
lens at that setting. From this scale you 
can see that if the lens were stopped down 
to {/16, depth of field would be greater 


—from about 6% to almost 20 feet. If 
the lens were opened up to f/8, depth ot 
field would shrink—it would be from 
about 8 to 13 feet. 

This system of “zone focusing” works 
well with any camera that has a depth 
of field scale on it. You can use it with 
any lens aperture and subject distance. 
subject of course to the three basic depth 
of field principles stated earlier. 

Reading about depth of field and 
looking at other people’s pictures isn’t 
enough. You should make some simple 
experiments yourself to learn just what 
you and your camera can do, and one 
or two rolls of film is all you need. Per- 
haps you have a nice picket fence in your 
neighborhood, or a brick paved walk. 
a long rough stone wall, or any other 
type of lengthy, sharply defined target. 
If nothing else, you can chalk evenly 
spaced cross lines on a tar road. 

~ -© Camera on a tripod or other 
firm support about ‘two feet to one side 
of the wall or fence, or the same height 
above the brick pavement or chalked 
roadway. First focus on a point about 
4 feet from the camera. Make three ex- 
posures: wide open (f/3.5 perhaps). 
then stopped down halfway (f/8 or 11?) 
and finally fully stopped down (f/22, or 
32 if you have it). 

Then refocus the camera on a spot 10 
feet from you and repeat the three ex- 
posures. If you feel really ambitious 
make a third set at 25 feet. This last one 
isn’t necessary, however. Develop and 
enlarge all of these exposures to the 
same size. With this brief experiment 
you will have learned more about the 
depth of field of your camera and how to 
control it than by reading many books 
and articles on the subject. —THE END

emulsion layer, with a yellow filter 
layer (if required) between the blue 
and green sensitive layers. The blue 
sensitive layer contains a yellow dye 
coupler and the green sensitive layer 
contains a magenta dye coupler. How- 
ever, the red sensitive layer does not 
contain a cyan dye coupler, as usual, 
or any other coupler for that matter. 
This is not the only possible arrange- 
ment, but for brevity our discussion 
can be limited to this particular one. 
(See Fig. 1-A.) 

The film is exposed in the normal 
manner and developed in a color de- 
veloper to form negative silver images 
in all three emulsions, plus a yellow 
dye image and a magenta dye image 
in the two top emulsion layers, respec- 
tively. Next the film is developed in a 
regular black and white developer to 
complete the development of the nega- 
tive exposure. Only a silver negative 
image forms in the bottom layer. (See 
Fig. 1-B.) Now the film is exposed to 
red light through the film base so that 
the bottom layer alone is fogged out. 
Following this the film is developed in 
a color developer containing a cyan 
dye coupler, whereupon a cyan positive 
image is formed in the bottom layer. 
The silver is then bleached and the film 
fixed in hypo and finally washed. 


The final result 


Thus we end up with a yellow nega- 
tive image in the top layer, a magenta 


| negative image in the middle layer and 


a positive cyan image in the bottom 
layer. (See Fig. 1-C.) The cyan posi- 
tive image not only does not add un- 
wanted green absorption as a cyan 
negative image would, but it compen- 
sates for the green absorption which 
the cyan image will contribute in the 
final color positive. This is true be- 
cause the magenta negative resting 
over the cyan positive acts as a green 
filter mask for the cyan image because 
of its red absorption. 

To complete the process a color posi- 
tive is produced from the color nega- 
tive by exposure onto another piece of 
film of the same type as used for the 


negative. Upon processing in a color | 
developer, yellow and magenta posi- | 
tive images are formed in the two top | 
positive | 


layers along with silver 
images. In the bottom layer only a sil- 
ver negative image forms. (See Fig. 
1-D.) A red light exposure of the bot- 
tom layer, followed by a cyan color 
development, forms the desired posi- 
tive image. Upon removal of the silver 
images, a color corrected, color posi- 
tive remains (Fig. 1-E). 

Although the processing is some- 
what more complicated than normal 
color negative processing, the num- 
ber of additional steps would be quite 
worth the trouble if the method will 
work in practice as well as it appears 
on paper. The method has the advan- 
tage that the color positive image (or 
images, if so desired) acts as a cor- 
recting mask for the color negative 
image, and the color negative image 
acts as a mask for the color positive.
